Much is now said of the ‘culti- 
vation of the offensive spirit.” But 
is the Army really preparing for 
the Spring in an enlightened man- 
ner? 

gritaim undoubtedly has the 
raw materials and the scientists 
and skitled workmen, 

Britain produced the one out- 
standing invention among the 
weapons of land-warlare in 1914- 
1918 — the tank. 

Britain first organised a me- 
chanised force and began to ex- 
periment with its use in the fleld. 

Britain realised first the effec- 
tiveness of supporting such me- 
chanised units by low-flying air- 
cratt, 

Yet it was left to the German 
mechanised divisions, with their 
attendant dive-bombers, to win 
the Batthe of France. The British 
technical initiative in such mat- 
ters was shelved vy old-fashioned 
minds in high military quarters. 
We, together with our French Al- 
lies, have paid a heavy price for 
such folly. 

To prepare an army for a suc- 
cessful war in an Age of Petrol 
requires the use of ideas and 
technical skill of m€n who have 
grown up in such an Age. 

The “Boer War” mentality 
of many senior officers handi- 
capped us in the early years 
of the last war. We have already 
been nodversely affected..in this 
War by ‘the “1914-1918” outlook 
of:many senior officers in the War 
Office and in the regimental.com- 
mands.

That the specialist nature of 
the Royal Armayred: Carps is at 
long last being recognised, in high 
places is shown: by: the receni ap-

Q. Martel to its cammand, Not 
only is General Martel: the. gifted 
inventor of the oné-man tank; he 
is also a man of outstanding 
strategi¢ ability. 

It seems certnin that such a 
man will soon gather around him 
a really efficient band of senior 
technical officers. These men 
should, by their enlightened at- 
titude to modern warfare, at last 
be able to inake a bold bid to- 
wards a still higher status for the 
Royal Armoured Corps. 

Moreover, it would bo well to 
simplify the whole organisation 
ot the Corps, and nat to continus 
lo cling to the old-cavalry group-

Such a division would comprise 
350 armoured units. Its man- 
power would total about 3,500. Its 
hitting-power: would be tremend- 
cus. In support of this armoured 
force, and attached to it, there 
must be an Artillery group con- 
sisting of one Brigade of 25- 
pounders, one-Nght howilzer Bri- 
gade, and two A.A, batteries. 

At least ten such divisions 
should be created as soon as pos- 
sible, 

The training of such armoured 
units must, of necessity, be high- 
ty complex. The morale of each 
unit will uepend to a more mark- 
ed degree than ever before upon 
the real efficiency (as distinct 
from leadership) of its officers. 
New ideas must be continually 
studied, practised and criticised 
both in attack and ‘defence. 

The creation of altogether new 
ranks for the personnel—to en- 
courage the initiative of crews 
and to prevent any feeling of be- 
ing too much merely part: of. a 
machine—might be considered. 


Better Cooperation 


There is yet another problem 
that should at once be tackled: 
the vast problem of liaison, 

To manntain close cooperation 
between units in either attack or 
defence was — even in 1914-1913 
—a complicated problem. © 


To do so to-day is certainly no 
less dificult. The enemy in France 
completely upset the British and 
French. liaison system. Units be- 
came detached and scarcely knew 
where they. wfre or. where. th?, 
enemy were either.

In the fast-moving warfare. of 
to-day, a. matter of essential im- 
portance is the proper use of wire-- 
less telegraphy.

trucks, and their business will be 
to-talce possession of the captured 
ground and to set up a consolidat- 
ed defence of its funks. They will - 
aiso have to reduce, by manoeuvre 
and the use of their modern wea- 
pons, any remnants of resistance 
there may be. 

They will keep open the tunnel 
through which the tanks will in~ 
filtrate and destroy the enemy. 

For such duties,.weapon training 
is very necessary. It is, moreover, 
ol graat importance that as many 
oMlcers and non-commissioned of- 
fleers as possible should be entire - 
ly proficient in the intricacies of 
map-reading. Ty it) is cary to 
lose one’s way with a marching 
column, it is far easier with one 
moving at ter speed. 


Trade Union Role 


Training in all such matters 
calls for highly intediigent pev- 
evption and leadership. Our cou- 
script army has within its rans 
men with bygh technical experi- | 
cnee in civilian life, These men 
must be so placed in their units 
that, though they learn thoroughly 
the fundamentals of general sol- 
dieying, their skill as technicians 
is not wasted, 

There is always present the 
canger that they may get caught 
up inte the ordinary routine of 
army life and their skill be lost. 

Though their qualifications are 
neted on forms when they ‘“re- 
gister,” forms have a habit of 
getting lost. Some machinery 
should be evolved whereby pres- 
sure could be put upon army com. 
manders by a committee from the 
Trade Unions, if the skill of their 
members wus being carelessly 
wasted. i ¥ 

It is even possible that if the 
Army is as yet not suMficiently 
supplied with the most modern 
equipment, many such men might 
still be of greater valuc to the 
war-etfort in civilian life, The 
Army already has too many 

“square pegs in round holes,” 
due in many cases to the’ slavish 
following of the “taxi-cab” sys- 
tem of promotion by length of 
service, 

At the present moment, care~ 
ful training, particularly ‘thay 
for the Armoured Corps, iy of far 
greater importance than any long- 
term attempt to raise the general 
intellectual standards of the 
troops. 

The standard of efficiency of 
all officers, both commissioned 
and non-commissioned, must be 
continually tested by examina- 
tion. In addition, examining staffs 
shopid themselves also be, from 
time to time, changed—to prevent 
them becoming stereotyped in 
outlook, ; 


United Strategy 


All such training involves al- 
most limitless detail, Not only 
must mechanised experts, airmen 
and infantrymen, each know the 
exact part to be played by the | 
others; they must also have as 
full au knowledge as possible of 
the others’ difficultics. 

In high places, the three major 
sections of the land: forces——the 
Infantry, the Army Air Command, 
and the Armoured Corps—must 
each have an equal right to ex- 
press an opinion upon strategy. 

Thé'rele of tanks must be pro- 
perly assessed. They are. not a 
mere adjunct to the infantry—so 
many tanks to so many infantry 
units, They are the picked. fignt~ 
ing force of the future. fa 

They must be used in: massed 
groups of their own, free frorn - 
the demands of the infantry; small 
groupings of them .will generally 
tp severe I¢sses.

The tragedy of frost- 
bite is that if treatment is 
not immediate, when feet 
turn black and swell, am-. 
putation is necessary. Yet 
communication in these 
precipitous advance posts 
with hospitals is very 
hazardous. 


Bombed 


Virtually 2,000 churches 
in London and_ the pro- 
vinces have been des- 
troyed or damaged by 
German bombers on the 
quest for “military’’ ob- 
jectives. 


Unfortunately, England did 
not send sufficient boots and 
equipment to Greece. Many a 
young heroic Greek soldier. 
therefore, is to-day suffering 
amputation. 


England should have foreseen 
the perils of a winter campaign 
in these mountains, 


Doctor’s Appeal 


Fifty thousand pairs of English 
boots were sent, but they were 
insufficient to cope with the suf- 
ferings of these little men who 
sing even in their agony.

It would be a Takeout Double. 
To begin with, remember that 
South has passed originally and 
that North’s failure to rebid, 
denies a ‘strong hand.

These men 
should, by their enlightened at~ 
titude to modern warfare, at last 
be able to make a bold bid to- 
wards a still higher slutus for the

Such a division would comprise 
350 urmoured units. Its  man- 
power would total about 3,500.

Tratie Union Role 


Training in all such matters 
calls for highly intelligent per- 
ception and leadership. Our coi 
seript army nas within its ranls 
men with Bagh technical exper’ - 
ence in civilian tife. These men 
must be so placed in their umis 
that, though they learn thorough!y 
the fundamentals of general sol- 
diering, their skill as technicians 
is not wasted, 

There is always present the 
canger that they may get caught 
up into the ordinary routine of 
army life and their skill be lost. 

Though their qualifications are 
hpted on forms when they “re- 
gister,” forms have a habit of 
getting lost. Some machinery 
should be evolved whereby pres- 
sure could be put upon army com. 
manders by a committee from the 
Trade Unions, if the skill of their 
members wus being carelessly 
wasted, 

It Is even possible that if the 
Army is as yet not sufficiently 
supplied with the most modern 
cquipment, many such men might 
still be of greater value to the 
war-etfort in civilian life. The 
“Army already has too many 
“square pegs in round holes,” 
due in many cases to the slavish 
foHowing of the “taxi-cab"” sys- 
tem of promotion by length of 
service, 

At the. present moment,. care- 
fl «training, particularly that 
for the Armoured Corps, iy of far 
greater importance than any lonk- 
term ottempt to raise the general , 
intellectual standardf of the 
troops. . 

‘The standard of.efficiency of 
‘officers, both commissioned 
and non-commissioned, must be 
continually .tested by examinu- 
tion. In addition, examining stalts 
should: themSelves also be, from 
time to time, changed—to prevent 
them becoming stereotyped in 
outlook, 


United Strategy 


All such training involves al- 
most limitless detail. Not only 
must mechanised experts, airmen 
and infantrymen, each know tie 
exact part to be played by the 
others; they must also have as 
full a knowledge as possible of 
the others’ difficulties, 

In high, places, the three major 
sections of the land forces—the 
Infantry, the Army Air Command, 
and the Armoured Corps—must 
cach have an equal right to ex- 
press an opinion upon Strategy.) 

The rele of tanks must be pro- 
arly assessed. They are not'a 
mere adjunct to the infantry—so 
many tanks to.s9 many infantry 
units, They are the picked fight- 


ing force of the future, :

ed from imprest cash, the Immi- 
gration Officer accepted, as pro- 
bably adequate, an imprest of 
$1,000 sufficient to refund, — say, 
20 deposits per day. 

Eventually, it was found, when 
the department commenced . to 
operate that an imprest of nod 
less than $40,000 was necessary. 
In October, in fact, it was not 
even thought that the number 
of deposit receipts anticipated 
justified the printing of a special 
form of receipt. 

“It was my intention to re- 
commend to the Immigration 
OMeer forms of permits which 
would themselves constitute a 
form of receipt for the fee paid. 

“Without consulting me, the 
Immigration Officer devised 
and had printed some thous- 
ands of permit forms. bound In 
books of 200 each, which, from 
my point of view, were open 
to almost every possible ob- 
jection, ingtuding 

No mention of the fee charg- 
ed, 

No reference to the date of 
Issue (from which the cur- 
rency of the permit runs), 
Bound and numbered — back~ 

wards, according to European 
standards 

So devised that the pasting of 
the applicant’s photograph on the 
counterfoil would have caused the 
binding to burst long before the 
book was completed. 


Scrapped 


“BRventually, 


on Treasury nd- 
vice, these 


forms were scrapped 
and the present system of spe- 
cially numbered book hurriedly 
substituted. About the same time 
a system of records was devised 
by me and accepted by the Immi- 
gration Officer, showing both 
quantities and serial numbers of 
permits passing to and from in the 
department, to be kept by officers 
entrusted with:— 

The custody of blank permits. 

The receipt of blank permits for 
completion and their completion, 

The receipt of completed per- 
mits for signature and their signa- 
ture, 

The custody of completed per- 
mits, and 

The issue of permits against the 
receipt of the prescribed fees. 

“This system was designed to 
prevent permits going astray, 
either by accident or design, and 
to assiss in ensuring that all fees 
were duly collected und brought 
to account, and was simple in the 
extreme, being merely a series of 
debit and credit ooks which 
could be kept by any Intelligent 
person. As will be seen later, 
this system was only partially 
carried out, 


Mr. Taylor 


“Deposit receipt forms, cs- 
pecially designed for immigration 
purposes, were then prepared by 
mutual agreement between my- 
self and the Immigration Officer 
and with the Cash Books already 
recommended there seemed to be 
no reason why everything should 
not 1un smogthly. 

“The Immigration Officer was 
allocated the services of Mr. A. 
J. C. Taylor, an officer of the 
Senior Clerical and Accounting 
Stal with accounting experience, 
as an Assistant Immigration Offi- 
cer, but he chose to send him to 
Taipo as officer-in-charge at 
Taipo, rather than to utilise his 
services for the supervision of the 
accounts in their early stages. 

“But never once during all 
these preliminary discussions did 
the Immigration Officer give 
me any indication of the 
many thousands of applications he 
would receive, now the hundreds 
and may be thousands of deposits 
he would have to take each day, 


And things began to go wrong:

It must have represented near-: 
ly one thousand different tndivi- 
duals, ; 

Detalls of the serial numbers of 
Deposit receipts tssued and brought 
to account from time to time Jn 
the Treasury disclosed gaps which 
were explained by the Immigra- 
tlon Officer as representing re- 
ceipts issued in respect of security 
other than Hong Kong dollars, 

No detailed statement has, how- 
ever, been furnished in respect of 
receipts as issued and I have lit- 
le hope of ever getting such. a 
statement. 

I am quite unable to accept 
foreign currencies or to acquiesce 
in their acceptance by other de- 


partments. 

There was even a suggestion 
at one time of accepting de- 
posits In kind. 

No attempt was made to open a 
Deposit Ledger and the only at- 
tempt at keeping a departmental 
cash book was so amateurish as to 
be quite useless. 

Early in January ijt came to my 
notice that a number of unsecur- 
ed ladies were handling monies 
and that the monies they receiv- 
eds were placed with those 
of shroffs supped to the 
departmental after Treasury 
training so that it was impossible 
to verify or contro] the cash re- 
ceived by ahy particular jindivi- 
dual, 


Forged Notes 


It did not surprise me, there- 
fore, to find several forged notes 
amongst the cash brought to the 
Treasury from the Immigration 
Department, including one of 
$100. 

It was impossible to discover 


who was responsible for the pre- 
gence of the forgeries, one of 
which was particularly obvious, 
since the serial number was 
printed in deep blue. 

At the same time the = shroffs 
complained of the conditions un- 
der which they had to work. In 
view of these facts, I deputed 
Mr. L. <A.\ Barton, Treasury 
Cashier, to ifspect and report on 
the Immigration Office from a 


Revenue point of view. ., His re- 
port is at 61 in Treasury file No. 
33/26/20. 


At the same time, Mr, A. J. G. 
Taylor, Treasury Accountant, re- 
ported to me as in 63 in the same 
Treasury file. Owing to the 
pressure of work in the Treasury 
due to the high rate of expendi- 
ture arising out of the war it was 
not possible to spare a Treasury 
Officer as he suggested, but on 
my advice it was eventually 
agreed tq bring Mr. A. J. C. Tay- 
lor back from Taipo to endeavour 
to restore order in the chaos. 


Report To C.S.0. 


In view of the revelations in 
these reports, I reported to Gov- 
ernment jin the terms of 31 in 
S.C.0O. file No, 2867/41. The 
comments of the Hon. The Fin- 
ancial Secretary to the Hon, The 
Colonial Secretary, together with 
the latter’s remarks are on page 
9 of that C.S.O. file. 

Shortly after this occurred an 
event which [ think should be 
brought to the notice of the Com- 
mission, At four p.m. on the 
afternoon of Sunday, January 
26, that is to say on the after- 
noon of the eve of Chinese New 
Year, the Immigration Officer 
rang me up to say that his sup- 
plies of deposit receipt books had 
run out. Could I let him have. 
some more at once? And _ this. 
although he was well aware that 
Treasury does not keep a reserve 
stock of special departmental re- 
ceipt forms. All the printing 
works were shut and would re- 
main shut for. several days.’ 
What could he do? : 


‘Special Series 


I had no alternative but to 
agree to his preparing a limited 
quantity. on a duplica‘ing | ma- 
chine, allocating a special -series 
letter to this issue, persénally ini- 
tialling each one and. riotifying’ 
me and the Auditor of the quan- 
tity thus prepared. | oes . 

Although I have asked ‘for it, I 
have not been informed as to how 
many were prepared. whilst}, those 
which I have seen ‘bear, not the 
Anitials of the Immigration offi- 
ctr, but a chop. which ¥- am. in-' 
formed’ is his Chinese name. : 

On February 3, I. personally in- 
spectec the Inimigration » Office.

Shortly after this.it came to my 
notice, through © unofficial chan+ 
nels, that a*MreEOA: von Kob20, 
styling himself the General Agent 
of tha, Immigration Department, 
was collecting revenue on. behalf 
of the Government and making 
refunds: or deposits and that, fur- 
ther, claimants ...were. being: offi- 


clally advised to apply. to the 
“General. Agen.” if they wished to 
avoid delay in obtaining refunds. 

As the officer entrusted ,with 
the duty of making ail payments 
on behalf of Government, either. 
directly or through authorised re- 
présCntations jin other ‘ depart- 
ments, I could -not ‘allow’ this 
practice to continue. The Immi- 
gration Officer himself was absent 
from his, office on that day, but, 
at my request, his assistant gave 
instructions that the repayment of 
deposits by the General Agent 
was to cease forthwith, 

The next day the Immigration 
Officer himself and Mr. Von Kobza 
came to see me. My report to 
Government in L. M. ‘General 
Agency" gives details of the rela- 
tions with the “General Agency” 
und it is of interest to note that 
whilst this report was under 
discussion, certain revenue collec- 
tions by the General Agent were 
paid into Treasury by cheques 
drawn on the account of tne 
"Kobza Art Studio.” 


Official Report : 


Mr, Pudney, mentioned that in 
his official report te the Financial 
Secretary. that on various occia- 
sions he had verbally — report- 
ed oon the accountng of the De- 
partment and realwed the -dift- 
culties but he fell now compell- 
ed to report, as chief accounting 
emeer,. 

He stated that there was not a 
single member of the staff entrusted 
with co-ordinating and supervis- 
ing the accounts of the Depart- 
ment and work in general and he 
had suggested that Mr, Taylor 
should be appointed to organise 
the department's activities in the 
accounting respects, 

He had been informed that an 
ex-hair dresser had been engaged 
as Secretary of the Department 
and that the financial part had 
been entrusted to a lady cashier 
with no security and a few ‘un- 
secured’ shroffs. There was no 
European on the accounts’ side. 
He had lent several shroffs to the 
department and these reported 
lack of co-ordination, and the work 
ditheult. The books kept were in- 
sufficient and there wag no vote 
service lodger. 

On the question of permits, he 
found the names of the persons 
to whom they had been issued 
had not always been entered. 


System Devised 


At the réquest of the Immigra- 
tion Officer, he had devised a 
an of blank permits with 
checking at the various stages. 

ince the permits serve the 
dual use of a receipt and for 
entry tnto the Colony, Wit- 
ness stressed the importance of 
a strict system of control. 

Mr, Pudney complained that 
the stocl, of 
permits were not kept up to 
requirements owing to failure of 
the Immigration Officer not inform- 
ing him, in advance, of require- 
ments. : 2 

He mentioned that once he 
had a desperate request for 
supplies and tound an adequate 
quantity existed in the store of 
the Immigration Office. 

Regarding deposits, he found 
that these. had been paid over to 
various Officers “but he was not 
notified who they” were. He 
gathered from the Immigration 
Officer that it would be derogatory 
to their dignity to ask them for 
security. é 

He -had been informed that de- 
posits had been accepted in other 
than Hong Kong currency and 
that: some deposits had been re- 
tained and refunded direct. to 
the depositors and had not. been 
paid to the Treasury. 


The difficulties had been aggra- 


vated by the failure of. the Im~ 
migration officer to take advant- 
age of the financially trained: staff 
at--his disposal.’ In-his opinion 
some of the senior members 
(European) were-not- suitable. - 


- Crowded Office 
“On Mr. Pudney’s inspection’ he 
found':a crowded office, a number 
of’ people interrupting: their work:
